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Double Patenting 

1. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees.

2. Claims 38-41 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 16 of U.S. Patent No. 5,555,275 (Oshima).

(see page 9 of the Remarks by Applicants dated 10/24/02). Further, omission of particular 
features whose functions are not needed in a particular design, i.e. "to transmit an information for 
determining the thresholds", would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention.
